QUARTERLY REPORT FOR THE PERIOD OCTOBER 1 - DECEMBER 31, 1970 


DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 


The period of October 1 to December 31? 1970 was spent in many 
activities in the Education Department including the continuation 
in October of the introductory Docent Training Program begun in 
September, the beginning of the scheduled tours, and the continua¬ 
tion of such regular operations as the distribution of teacher 
information packets and tour scheduling both handled by the Educa¬ 
tion Secretary. 

In October, Docent Training continued with sessions: planned' for 
pre-school program, demonstration tours, demonstration workshop- 
tours, and training on the New Sculpture: Baltimore, Washington, 
Richmond for the Docents by Renato Danese. Training was also given 
on the Corcoran’s contemporary collection. A discussion of the 
permanent collection in the period between 1900-1945 was led by 
Dorothy Phillips, Research Curator. This was a new addition to the 
training program. The teachers and aids of the D. C. Head Start 
Program were invited to participate in the training for the pre¬ 
school docents. 


Training continued through the fall with the requirement that the 
docents attend the Women's Committee Lecture Series through December, 
guest artist Gene Davis discussing his work (Gene Davis, Early 
Works exhibition) with the Docents on November 18, and the new 
addition of a required essay submitted by the docents as a review 
in response to their required summer reading. 

On October 13 tours for the 1970-71 season began. Since that time 
about 7?600 people have visited the Corcoran in groups through the 
auspices of the Education Department. Of that number about 1,410 
visitors in 58 groups, many with appointments made through the 
Education office visited the Corcoran without formal docented tours. 
The Docents conducted tours serving about 6,000 visitors and of that 
number, approximately 4?500 were children in the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth grades. Tours included works from the Washington Room, 
the Gene Davis Early Works exhibition, the New Sculpture Exhibition, 
and the permanent American collection. Responses that we have 
received from teachers have been overwhelmingly positive and children' 
responses have included the desire to return again to the Corcoran. 

The Docents also conducted tours planned by the Education Department 
during the Corcoran Now Open House on October 17 and 18. 

The current Docent Chairman, Mrs. Carter Burns, attended the V. C. 

A. M. Conference hosted in California as a representative of the 
Corcoran Women's Committee and delivered a speech about the changing 
role of the volunteer in the museum. 
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In addition to the Docent Program and tour scheduling, the 
Education Office continued to prepare information to be sent to 
teachers prior to their scheduled tours to the Corcoran. New 
additions to the basic format of the teacher information packet 
have included a paper on Printmaking, a sculpture bibliography, and 
a printmaking bibliography. 

The Assistant Curator for Education continued to hold interviews 
with potential weekend docents. 

The Assistant Curator for Education spent a substantial portion of 
time in November developing the case statement and future programming 
proposals for the Education Department. A joint case statement and 
a joint proposal was submitted by the Education Department and 
the Chief of Special Education for the Special Educational Projects 
Department which included plans for an Education Center within the 
Gallery to be shared by both departments. 

The Assistant Curator for Education attended several meetings of 
significance in planning Education Department programs. On October 
23, the Coordinator of Special Projects and the Assistant Curator 
for Education met with Dean Folds and Harry Parker of the Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art on Education programming both within museums 
and outreach programs. Both Corcoran Staff members also attended 
the Museum School Seminar sponsored by the Institute for Study of 
Art in Education and the Museum of Modern Art held at the MOMA 
in New York on December 11. There was a significant response on 
the part of other participants at the seminar to the Education 
programming innovations going on in Washington, D. C. at the 
Corcoran Gallery and the National Collection of Fine Arts specifically. 
The Education Secretary and the Assistant Curator for Education 
attended monthly meetings of the Museum Educators Roundtable. At 
the last meeting in December of the Roundtable, this group, concerned 
with museum education in Washington, D. C., decided to formalize 
and incorporate as the Museum Education Roundtable. The Assistant 
Curator for Education from the Corcoran Gallery is a member of the 
Board of Directors of MER and was elected to the position of 
treasurer. 

Also in November, Pam Lipscomb began her apprenticeship in the 
Education Department. Pam is a student in the Workshop for Careers 
in the Arts and will be spending one half day twice a week at the 
Corcoran as part of her high school experience. During November 
and December, Pam has been learning about the Education Department 
programs and participating in the Pre-School Workshop. 

On November 19, Mrs. Edward Fleming of the Junior League, Mrs. 

William Barton of the Corcoran Docents, and the Assistant Curator 
for Education met with Barbara Bolling of the Innovation Team. 

This past fall the Education Department sent letters and information 
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to the schools in the District of Columbia who are beginning a 
Latin American program in the schools. The Education Department 
offered tours in Spanish of the permanent collection and temporary 
exhibitions. It was discovered at the meeting with Mrs. Bolling 
that the District's program is in its initial stages and we have 
had to delay the beginning of this tour program. Once the project 
is operating independently we will again explore the possibilities 
of offering the Latin American tours. 

Curriculum plans for a proposed area art teacher museum orientation 
series were developed. The curriculum was developed in conjunction 
with "The Museum as a Resource", a course taught by the Assistant 
Curator for Education at Columbia University Teachers College in 
New York City. Developing a closer working relationship between 
the department and the public school teachers through a teacher 
orientation program has been one of the goals of the department. 

"Kaleidoscope" developed by Hallmark Cards was sponsored by the 
Corcoran Gallery and supervised by the Education Department from 
December 9 through December 18, 1970. Prior to the opening of 
"Kaleidoscope," the Education Department Secretary sent announce¬ 
ments to all of the Corcoran Membership and information to the 
elementary schools of the District of Columbia and surrounding 
counties. The Education Department originally agreed to sponsor 
"Kaleidoscope" for three reasons: 1) the opportunity to observe 
the operation of a fully equipped, travelling workshop and moti¬ 
vational area; 2) the opportunity to involve members and the public 
at the Corcoran during the pre-Christmas season; and 3) the 
opportunity to discover the extent of interest on the part of our 
membership and the public and the school systems in a workshop 
program for children. We did discover that the response was 
overwhelming! All of the sessions reserved for school groups were 
completely filled within three days after notifications had been 
received. 1,367 children between the ages of 6 and 12 years 
visited in school groups. Approximately 895 children visited 
individually when it was open to the public. Altogether 2,262 
children attended with approximately 550 adults for a grand total 
of 2,812 people. ("Kaleidoscope" was limited to 50 children per 
hour.) The services of the Corcoran Docents, other volunteers, 
and Miss Jamie Johnson of the Education Department were invaluable 
to the successful operation of this event. 

On December 3 the Education Department, the Corcoran School and 
the Corcoran Public Relations Department sponsored an "Evening 
with the Artist Gene Davis for Area Art Instructors." It was a 
meeting designed to be the first of a growing number of contacts 
bridging museum and school. At the close of the evening many art 
teachers expressed an appreciation for the evening and an interest 
both in the Gallery and the School. Since then we have received 
a number of requests from high school art teachers interested in 
arranging tours of the Gallery and the School. 
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Education Department 


Also in December, the Corcoran Gallery was asked to host a seminar 
for participants in the White House Conference on Children. 

Although the seminar was not well attended, the Corcoran School, 
the Education Department and the Special Projects Department had 
planned to be hosting approximately 15 people according to officials 
of the Conference, and had planned to introduce the participants 
to the art education programs of the Art School and Gallery. 

On December 16 the Coordinator of Special Projects and the Assistant 
Curator met with Mrs. Alice Eichelberger of the D. C. Public School 
Art Department concerning another "Art and Youth" exhibition to 
be held in the spring of 1971. All were agreed on the importance 
and impact this exhibition has for the D. C. high school art 
program. High School students' art works will be collected and 
submitted in April and the exhibition will tentatively be opened 
in May. Several innovations for the 1971 exhibition were discussed 
at the meeting on December 16, such as including students in the 
preparation procedures for the exhibition, including student state¬ 
ments in the catalogue, and involving students with the photo¬ 
graphy for the catalogue.

To aid the Corcoran in attracting and retaining competent personnel , 
the following proposal is made to amend the Pension Plan of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art as adopted in 1966. 


Tt is recommended that pensions be continued to be pai ; by the Gaj-lerj 
on a non-contribuatory basis. Further it is recommended: 

1) Employees who desire it, may be allowed to retire after 
completeing twenty (20) consecutive years of service. 

2) Employees who have attained the age of sixty (60) and not 
more than sixty five ( 65 ) years of aye be allowed to retire, and 
that a full pension be granted to them if they have completed twenty 
(20) years of service, or their pension may be prorated on the basis 
of twenty years service with a minimum of ten (10) years service Doing 
required. 

3) After twenty years service or the attainment of age sixty- 
five ( 65 ) retirement is mandatory EXCEPT that the Board of Trustees, 
at their discretion, may retain individual employees alter that time. 

4) The amount of the pension shall be thirty percent (30$) 
of the average of the employee's salary over his three maximum 
earning years. 

5 ) The pension would he reduced by one twentieth (1/20) for 
each year less than twenty ( 20 ) years served with a minimum of ten 
( 10 ) years service required. 

6 ) The pension would be increased, by one twentieth (1/20) 

for each year of service beyond twenty years with a maximum addition 
of five twentieths ( 9 / 20 ). 

7) The Board of Trustees may exclude from this pension plan 
.and provide additional benefits to such officers of the Gallery who, 
at the discretion of the Board, may, in their opinion, be entitled 

to them by reason of their responsibilities and long and valuable service.

1) rp he proposal, in lino ith current trends in industry 
and government, would base retirement on service rather than age. 

Currently, a person who begins work at the Corcoran at age 2 C 
would not be able to retire until age 69 or after he had completed 
40 years of service. A person who begins work at the Corcoran at 
age 40 would retire with the same pension with 2 r years service. 

This is a major inequity in the current system. 

2) The proposed plan would promote a "younger’’ staff as it 
would encourage younger people to seek employment at the Corcoran 
with a desire to make a career of the Corcoran position and not 
just use it as a stepping stone. 

3) A more stabilised, professional and service force would have 
enormous advantages as it would provide: 

-continuity in Corcoran programs as employees would be able to 
review their own past experiences at the Corcoran in planning programs. 

-personnel would tend to be more completely "Corcoran oriented" 
than 'self oriented' as their well being would more directly relate 
to the well, being of the Corcoran. 

-with longer tenure, staff members would become more efficient , 
would gear their professional development in line with their Corcoran 
responsibilities, and would be less inclined to seek posts elsewhere.

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FUND RAISING 


A Case Statement was made 1/8/71 and presented to the President of Trustees, 
Trustees, and Executive Committee of the Board of Governors by Aldus Chapin. 
It includes an analysis of the Gallery's then present programs and a staff 
consensus on the direction of the Gallery. 


The Statement puts forward the Corcoran policy along with Corcoran 
history. It points out needs of conservation of collections, especially 
the Clark Collection, one fifth which is on view. Needs for a substantial 
curatorial library and research concerned with attributions were pointed 
out. Physical problems such as air conditioning were emphasized. 

Special Events were pointed out to be a drawing card for new members 
and an appeasement of old ones. These included musical, film, and lecture 
series. (P.S. In 1971 we had 5,000 members according to this statement- 
now we have 3,000) !!!!! 


Don Smith of Smith,Legge § Darcy, Inc. was hired for the period of 1969-1971 
(not fully devoted to the Corcoran as far as time) as a consultant to the 
Corcoran as far as its fund raising projects.

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QUARTERLY REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP OFFICE 
October 1, through December 31, 1970 


During the last quarter of 1970, a large-scale 
membership solicitation drive was organized and operated 
by the membership department. This drive combined worker 
solicitation, one mass mailing, and a public open house. 
During this quarter, 649 new members joined the Corcoran 
and 184 persons Those membership had been lapsed for one 
year or more, were re-activated.

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QUARTERLY REPORT 


October/December 1970 


Mr. George Culler, Secretary of the National Association of 
Schools of Art and President of the Philadelphia College of 
Art visited the School in December. Mr. Culler had been 
invited by the Dean to act as a consultant reference member¬ 
ship of and possible accreditation by the National Association 
of the Schools of Art. Mr. Culler presented verbal and 
written reports to the Art School Committee of Governors 
and Trustees and Dean Slade. The Art School Committee 
was impressed and suggested that the Culler Renort and 
recommendations be forwarded to the Trustees and Governors. 

The professional program continued to develop with two 
groups of the Foundations first year full-time students, 
studying within a structured course. A nationally accredited 
four year professional curriculum in addition to the part- 
time program, is becoming increasingly important to the 

CcKoo■. 

A program of visiting artists and lecturers continued to 
provide students and Gallery members with a series of varied 
lectures and events by distinguished artists. The emphasis 
was on British Art this semester in correlation with the 
"Contemporary British Art" show at the National Gallery. 

The Student Council, under the direction of the newly elected 
Student Guardian, was very active in many areas of concern 
to the School, including the raising of student scholarships. 

The Women's Committee continued its active support of the 
School by giving money for scholarships, video equipment, 
library acquisitions, and Student Council activities. 

The improved appearance of the School was further maintained 
by the School supervisor who was responsible for the preparation 
of re-allocated studio space for the coming semester. 

Continuing achievements by students were displayed in varied 
and changing exhibitions in the School corridors and Student 
Gallery. Discussions among students and administration were 
held on the need for improved security, safety and use of space. 
These matters were also included in the agenda of meetings of 
the School Council. 

The problem of financial survival took precedence over academic 
planning in the School during the Fall semester. The rising 
cost of education was emphasized by Mr. Culler. The Art School 
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Committee made specific recommendations concerning the fiscal 
policy of the School, including the appointment of a School 
comptroller. The School must have financial sunnort in 
order to fulfill its potential as a nrofessional studio school 
in the Nation's Capital. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


Miss Patricia Thomas was replaced by Miss Christina Macy as 
Assistant for Saturday School on November 4, 1970. 


CURRICULUM INNOVATIONS 


The first group of Foundations students has completed the 
course and are beginning their second year of the professional 
program with majors in Fine Art or Visual Communications. 

The extension program is developing with the continuation of 
Experimental Studio, a class meeting one evening a week for 
those students with little or no experience in art. 


PUBLICATIONS 
S ummer School 

The course offerings were streamlined and the catalogue up¬ 
dated. The catalogue was designed by Lefkowitz-Salmon Assoc. 
14,000 copies were printed by Council Press. Adult program: 
June 14 - July 23. Young People's program: June 21 - July 16.

SPECIAL PROJECTS QUARTERLY REPORT OCTOBER - DECEMBER 

1970 

INTERNAL 

1. The Chief of Special Education and the Coordinator of Special 
Projects met with and spoke to the docents about the character of 
the students in and around Washington and methods of relating the 
Gallery tours to them. 

2. During the open house, the Chief of Special Educational Pro¬ 
jects, the Coordinator of Special Projects, and two Washington 
high school students conducted a Saturday afternoon workshop for 
children in the Children’s Gallery. 

3. Special Educational Projects Department provided assistance and 
office space for Mr. James McGee of the National Consortium. 

4. The Coordinator of Special Projects and tie Assistant Curator 
for Education met with Mrs. Alice Eichelberger on December 16, 1970. 
They discussed upcoming D. C. Public High School Exhibition. Last 
year the exhibition was scheduled for the summer months. This year 
it should be scheduled during the school year for maximum impact. 
Tentative dates are May 9 - June 21st. 

5. The Assistant Curator for Education and the Chief of Special 
Education worked on and completed a rather lengthly joint case 
statement report. 

6. The Assistant Curator for Education, the Chief of Special 
Education, and the Director’s Office are planning an in-Gallery 
education center. This area would be a permanent shared space 
for both Special Educational Projects Department and the Education 
Department. 

7. The Coordinator of Special Projects resigned, effective December 
19, 1970, to return to school and continue her education. 

EXTERNAL 

1. The Coordinator of Special Projects in conjunction with the 
Evening Star conducted the second Corcoran-Evening Star Workshop 
(Southeast Workshop). Fourteen 5th and 6th graders from Giddens 
Elementary School and from Lenox Elementary School participated 

in a two-part, 20 week workshop in creative writing, graphics, and 
photography. 

2. The Weekly art program at the Minimum Security Detention Center 
at Lorton, Virginia, continued through December, 1970. 
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3. The Chief of Special Education consulted a group from the 
dean's office of the Georgetown Law School on the feasibility 

of an alternative education center for 3 to 8 year-old children. 

4. The Chief of Special Education participated in activities at 
several colleges including a lecture at Wellesley College at Welles¬ 
ley, Mass.

What is worse, any ongoing 
photography of the collection ( a program which brings in revenue through photdO 
graph orders from publishers, museums and the public as opposed to exhibition 
photography which does not) has ceased. 

Clyde R. Pulsifer made 75 black and white negatives for the Gallery, 170 black 
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and white prints and 29 4x5 color transparencies. Of these 6l negatives, 95_ 
prints and 15 color transparencies were made for the Vincent Melzac Collection 
exhibition. There is no way to compute any other photographic work done.

The up-grading of the Curatorial Library (apparently the first such effort to 
rationally fill the Gallery's research needs) which started over a year ago, has 
continued within the limited funds available. Approximately 20 catalogues and 
books were added in this period in addition to those received in exchange or 
as complimetary copies. At this rate we are barely keeping up with new pub¬ 
lications. 

An effort has been made to consolidate the Gallery's subscriptions to the 
major art periodicals. In many cases two or three copies are received in the 
Gallery but never reach the library shelves. A system is being explored to 
make sure that issues to be bound for permanent reference are not lost. A plea 
was sent around the Gallery in October and, partially as a result of this, 13 
assorted volumes were bound including several titles not bound before. 

A working library offering immediate access to information is essential to 
the museum's operation.

A certificate of distinstion was awarded by ART DIRECTION magazine to The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art in thj - quarter. Entitled "Creativity 70", the award 
was presented for the distinctive packaging of the catalogue for "The Arch¬ 
itectural Vision of Paolo Soleri.”
